Humanitarian W o r k 
Accomplished in Ely- 
ria, Writes if She May 
Have Hope in Life 


Edgar F. Allen, president of 


the International Society for Crip- 
pled Children, received a letter 
from Mary Baker, e 14 year old 
crippled girl of Lockney, Texas, 
who asks If she might not have 
hop&s In life thru the humanitar- 
ian -work accomplished here at the 
Gates hospital for children. The 
letter is typical of hundreds re- 
ceived by Mr- Allen and Is as fol 
lows: 


"Having read about your good 


work and kindness to crippled 
children In various magazines, 
has lead me to write you, seeking 
aid for myself. 
I am a little 


crippled girl and have been since 
about six months of age resulting 
from a fall, and have been thru 
the many various states of braces, 
Dutches, wheel chairs, etc., until 
I have reched the point to where 
my mother has been unable to 
help me any further. 


"Although able to walk and get 


about pretty well, I still have a 
badly curved back, the spinal 
cord Is drawn into a knot, my 
hips and ribs touch and shoulder 
blades touch so that my growth 
has been checked, being about 
the size of an ordinary child of 
nine or ten years at the age of 
fourteen years. I am asking you, 
that from your knowledge of 
many other cripple*, if there 
mtght be an operation performed 
that would straighten my little 
crooked back and thus aid to 
grow my natural height? 
"Plase dear Mr. Allen, don't

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The Republican Na- 


tional Convention in 1924 will be held in Cleveland 
during the week beginning June 10. 


Held at Chicago 20 Tears 


Final decision to this effect was reached today 


by the Republican National Committee in session 
here. It will be the first time in twenty years that 
the convention has been held elsewhere than in Chi- 
cago. 


The Ohio city by the lake got the decision this 


morning over San Francisco and Des Moines. Chi- 
cago had previously withdrawn from the race out of 
deference to the wishes of administration leaders, in- 
cluding President Coolidge himself who thought that 
party interests would be better served all around if 
the convention were taken elsewhere next year. 


Choice Made Unanimous 


The vote was Cleveland 39; San Francisco 10; 
Des Moines 1. 


Then upon a motion by Wm. H. Crocker, nation- 


al committeeman from California, Cleveland was 
made the unanimous choice. 
-- 


The desire of President Coolidge and Ms 


thai-Clevelandb& awarded^^^liifr ^iran-is^-^ 
to have been based upon four considerations. 


On Neutral Ground 


1—Ohio was the native state of the Late Presi- 


dent Harding. 


2—Ohio has no candidate for the nomination this 


year, and is thus neutral ground. 


3—The importance of the state politically as 


doubtful territory and, 


4—The fact that Illinois Republicans are torn 


with factional rows that might prove embarassing if 
the convention were held in Chicago. 


The result was never in doubt after Chicago's 


withdrawal, although representatives of San Fran- 
cisco and Des Moines made vigorous efforts up to the 
last minute to obtain the convention, and both served 
notice they could now be considered bidders for the 
meeting in 1928. 


Second only in importance to the choosing of the 


convention city and the date was the action of the 
committee this morning in voting a reapportionment 
of delegates to the convention next June, which will 
bring the list of accredited delegates up to 1,110 each 
with an alternate. 


Avoid Conflictions 


This was accomplished only after an acrimonious 


wrangle in the committee, during which Senator B. B. 
Kowell. of Nebraska warned the committee that- it 
was arrogating to itself power not reposed in it by the 
1920 convention, and that it was * 'inviting the same 
trouble that was encountered in 1912." 


Increase Delegates. 


The committee decided, how- 


ever, to reverse its action of a 
year aco when it cut down the 
representation of southern states. 
and voted overwhelming: to give 
the states of the solid south vir- 
tiially the same sized delegations 
they had in 1020. The hundred 
odd additional delegate? will he

The multitude of organizations which hare 


' sprung up in the past few years for various pur- 
poses presents a maze which dazzles the general pub- 
lic. The Survey lists three columns of them. Many 
of them are composed of citizens who are united for 
the purpose of promoting a worthy cause of social 
welfare or enlightenment. Here and there, however, | 
there are some which masquerade under the high- 
sounding titles but which bear investigation of their , 
'purposes, if one is to know just what they stand for. J 
These few present the problem to the people. They { 
necessitate his looking askance at an organization! 
until he learns who its leaders are and is fully in- ' 


- formed as to its aims. 


One of these calls itself the " Sentinels of the Re- 


public." That name certainly calls to mind an ap- 
pealing picture of an organization of citizens inter- 
Bsted in state affairs with its representative at Wash- 
ington to guard the interests of the people against 
the connivance of the cunning politician. In com- 
menting on the Sentinels of the Republic the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor says: "It has more than once 
been made plain that the so-called Sentinels share 
the conviction that prohibition by constitutional 
.enactment is all wrong.

"Just why, one may ask, is it deemed necessary 


that any voluntary organization should lie formed at 
this time to protect the people against the result of 
-their own deliberate action in the matter of amend- 
ing the Constitution and in enforcing the provisions | 
of such amendments ? The great mass of thoughtful i 
citizens and voters of the country give no indication 
that they are convinced that they have acted unwise- 
ly or hastily in adopting any of the important 
amendments to the Constitution which have more 
recently been made a part of that document. Hardly 
an opportunity has been overlooked by the voters of 
the several states, in collateral referendums taken 
since the adoption of the Eighteenth Amendment, to 
reaffirm the ratifying decisions of their legislatures.
